This was t ha beginning of our intensive miii- 
tar> -.ampaign against the Spanish, and by early 
1 9 2 5 we had liberated the greater part of our 
coon l r‘y --the Spanish troops only controlled the 
largest towns, the capital EI Aiun, Dakhela, 
and Smara, and the phosphate mines at Bu Craa. 

WHAT IS SPAIN'S iN I ERE ST IN THESE MINES.' 

The phoapnar e deposits around Bu Craa are 
pe r hap - t lie richest in the world But since Spain 
didn't begin to exploit then until 1962, they see 
that there i- much wealth left to be mined When 
they saw that we were determined to keep fighting 
to drive them out ot the Sahara, and international 
aupputt tor independence increased, the Spanish 
government began tj look ior a way to guarantee 
their investments at Bu Craa when they lett They 
round thi^ guaranty m Morocco and Mauritania.

WHAT IS THE UNITED STATES' INTEREST IN THE SAHARA? 

It is the same interest that the U.S. Govern- 
ment had in Viet Nam and in Angola and elsewhere-- 
economic and strategic. In addition to the phos- 
phates, the Sahara is rich in fish, iron ore, and 
possibly oil as well. And strategically, the L S 
has bases in the Canary Islands, Morocco and Spain- 
There is about 1500 kilometres of coastline of 
Saharan territory that face the Canary Islands; the 
thought of an independent country m the middle of 
all this is not to their liking. 

WHAT TYPE OF GOVERNMENT WOULD THE P0L1SARI0 FRONT

KENT STATE PROTESTERS ARRESTED; 

NATIONAL RALLY called FOR J(JL v 2 2 

NEW YORK (LNS) — The 62-day occupation of Kent 
State University’s "Freedom Hill" ended July 12 as 
police arrested 193 protesters f'er defying a court 
injunction obtained by the university ordering the 
students and their supporters to vacate the site by 
8 am 

The university's decision to seek a court order 
makea the possibility of the construction of a gym- 
nasium annex on the location of the May 4, 1970, Kent 
State killings the "most immediate danger," according 
co John Rowe, a spokesperson for the May 4 Coalition. 
However, the coalition's other demands — renaming four 
campus buildings after the four students killed m 
1970, cancelling classes on May 4, and securing uni- 
versity acknowledgement of the injustice of the kil- 
lings--"are still spoken to" and have not been aban- 
doned by the coalition, though they have been ignored 
by the major news media 

A ■. jurt hearing is scheduled for July 21-22 to 
decide whether or not the university will be allowed 
to proceed with construction of the gym Rowe said 
chat the coalition "is not optimistic about the out- 
come The c juris have consistently refused to grant 
justice in this case and there is no reason to expect 
them to - hange now " 

The only exception to the pessimism regarding the 
legal battles' progress concerns the civil suit ot the 
survivors and the families of the students killed in 
1970, currently on appeal in Cincinnati- Rowe said 
Lhat the oral arguments, which were heard June 21, 
"went well," and that they were "optimistic about a 
tavorabie devii^ion " A ruling will not be made for 
several months

NET YORK (LNS)--A cheering crowd ot 1500 friends 
and supporters greeted Black Panther Patty leader 
and lounder Huey P. Newton at the San Fran^i^uO 
airport on duly 3. Newton has returned 1 r om a 
three-year iorced exile in Cuba to face murder and 
telonv charges against him- 

'first, I would like to thank all oi my 1 1 tends 
lot making it possible lor me to return," Huey told 
the cheering crowd- "i would like everyone to know 
that 1 am not guilty ol anything. 1 have not killed 
anyone 

"When I lelt tins country I was aware of a 
conspiracy to murder me and to destroy the Black 
Panther Party. This conspiracy was planned by 
high level government officials using petty cri- 
minals to carry out their plan This plan began 
ten years ago. A part ol this program has been 
the placing of false criminal charges against 
leaders of tire Black Panther Party in an attempt 
to discredit us." 

Newton pledged to continue to light against 
"a system that denies decent housing, clothing, 
medical care to people, but spends billions on 
war and carrying out injustices against people " 

He mentioned the $10,000 assassination con- 
tract placed on his life by heroam dealecs before 
he left the U.S. in August of 1974 "Notify them 
now that I'm not easily intimidated and will work 
to destroy the evil sales of heronn in the com- 
munity," The existence of this contract was con- 
firmed at tiie time by then-Police Chief ot Oakland 
Charles Gain. 

Immediately after the welcoming ceremony, 

Newton surrendered to Oakland police and was ar- 
rested and taken to the Oakland County Jail His 
bail has been set at $100,000 but deiense lawyers 
will argue for a lower figure at a bail hearing 
set for July 19. 

Newton is charged with the murder of a young 
woman; felony assault on a tailor; assault on an 
undercover agent of the Alcohol, Tobacco and Fire- 
arms Department (ATF ) ; and lalse imprisonment and 
assault on a person in a bar- 

Newton denies killing the young woman whose 
murder he is charged with. And, according to the 
Black Panther newspaper, the tailor acted as an 
agent-provocateur. The ATF agent whom Newton is 
charged with assaulting, actually led an assault 
of Oakland police oiiicers in an Oakland restau- 
rant, said The Black Panther, "This, ot course," 
said Elaine Brown of the Black Panther Party, 

"is the typical kind of charge Panthers get " 

Defense lawyer Paul Harris told LNS chat a 
discovery motion will be filed in Newton's behalf 
"to uncover material showing that the FBI and the 
police were out to get Huey Newton and to destroy 
the Panthers." Other defense lawyers include 
Sheldon Otis, chief counsel; Dennis Roberts; and 
Fred Hiestand. A date tor preliminary heatings 
on t he charges will be set at the July 19 bail 
hearing.

JUDGE CLEARS POLICE OF FRED HAMPTON'S MURDER 

NEW YORK (LNS) — US- District Court Judge Jo- 
seph Sam Perry took on the role of jury as well as 
judge on June 20 when he dismissed civil charges 
against seven policemen on trial in Chicago for 
their role in the 1969 predawn raid on Black Pancher 
Party members in which BPP leaders Fred Hampton and 
Mark were killed 

Judge Perry announced his decision when the six - 
person jury announced they were deadlocked after 35 
hours of deliberation The normal procedure in such 
a case is for the jadge to declare a mistrial and 
grant a new trial 

"Perry should be impeached," said Jelfrey Haas, 
attorney for the survivors of the raid and the 
families of the murdered Panthers "When the jury 
can't reach a verdict, it's the judge's job to 
grant a new trial. It's incredible what this man 
has done to sabotage this trial-" 

Judge Perry's ruling against the plaintiffs m 
the $4/ million civil suit was not his first in the 
18-month trial in Chicago- On April 15, Perry ruled 
that charges against 21 FBI and local officials be 
dropped, leaving only the seven policemen who ac- 
tually took part in the raid. This ruling undercut 
the Panthers' basic contention that it was the FBI 
and the Cook County State Attorney's office who 
planned the raid and the killings as part oi a 
systematic attempt to destroy the Panther Party 

Hundreds of FBI documents entered into evidence 
by the plaintiffs detailed the FBI's Coont er in t e 1 1 i * 
gence Program (C01NTELPR0) aimed at destroying the 
Panthers and "neutralizing" their leaders They 
used such tactics as inciting violence against the 
Panthers by other black groups, and infiltrating the 
Panthers 

During the trial the plaintiffs established that 
one informant provided a map ot Hampton's apartment, 
with an X marked whece he slept, to the FBI The 
informer received a $300 bonus after Hampton was 
ki 1 led - 

Lawyers for the survivors of the raid and the 
families ot the murdered Panthers are filing an 
appeal in the case, which will take si_x months to 
a year to reach the U.S. Court ot Appeals. They 
are citing numerous rulings by the judge as errone- 
ous and prejudicial. 

"My son's name is clear no matter what the 
judge said," commented Mrs- Iberia Hampton in res- 
ponse to the judge's acquittal of the police- "Any- 
body in his right mind knows the truth by now."
